the hazard* of iprays to hold the 


b«ard that

This 
.danger 


applies, as; you 
juggest, to some 
sprays and not 
Molier 


to others. If you but pay atten- 
tion to the "do not inhale" labels, 
you will be taking adequate pre- 
cautions. 


The problem involved is that 


certain materials contained 
in 


some sprays can reach the lung 
tissues and a d j a c e n t 
lymph 


glands, and can produce a shadow 
on an X-ray. 


In all candor, we mast admit 


that much remains to be learned 
about this condition,- but it ap- 
pears to be reversible: that is, if 
use of the spray is stopped, the 
lungs clear up. Indeed, there may 
be no symptoms anyway, but I 
certainly am a believer 'in the 
philosophy of Dr. Frances Kelsey, 
•who refused to approve distribu- 
tion of 
thaiidomide: 
if 
there's 


anything suspicious or even not 
explained, keep digging at it. 


Take Precautioni 


I have no evidence to impel me 


to scare anybody as to the. use of 
hair sprays, but since an unusual 
condition does develop, it is no 
more than good sense for people j 
to take reasonable precautions, 
and further siudy is warranted 
(and being carried on).

view, I merely suggest that you I 
note the label on whatever spray 
you use. If there is a warning 
against inhaling, then be careful 
to aim the spray at the hair, not 
at the face, and inhale as little 
as possible.

Congressional Reapportionment 


Many citizens of Wisconsin probably 


were surprised, although pleasantly, when 
the Wisconsin assembly gave an over- 
whelming vote of approval to a bill for the 
reappOrtionment of congressional districts 
after only a few moments of perfunctory 
debate. 


Reapportionment has been one of the 


favorite clubs with which the rising Demo- 
cratic party of Wisconsin in recent years 
has been beating the Republicans, and with 
considerable effect. There has been no se- 
cret about the fact that Republicans gen- 
erally have tended to drag their feet on 
the question. JVor is there much doubt that 
the Democrats exploited the issue because 
It suited their pragmatic purposes, as well 
as the literal mandates of democratic prin- 
ciple. 


The more difficut job of respportion- 


ment is yet to be started, that involving 
the districting of the legislature itself and 
the positions of these members at Madison 
\Vho must push their roll call buttons. 


Yet it is encouraging that the Republi- 


can majority leadership has acted in such 
g6od faith on the congressional districting 
issue that the principal 
minority party 


members in the assembly were moved to 
praise their handiwork, and one Democrat 
was prompted to say th'at it was the fair- 
est measure yet introduced during this 
long political maneuvering at the capitol. 


It cannot be too often emphasized that 


reapportionment is a very difficult matter 


The Problem of Power 


It isn't easy being a major power in 


the world today. 


The United States has a serious and 


apparently a growing problem in two 
oceans because of raids by people who 
were ousted from their homeland by Com- 
munist regimes and who want to go home 
and kick the Reds out. On the surface it" 
seems ridiculous that the U.S. should be 
trying to discourage attacks by those who 
are on our side. But the trouble is we don't 
want to go to war with the Soviet Union. 


We are becoming increasingly familiar 


with the Cuban exile raids on Cuban and 
Russian shipping in the Caribbean and 
even on Cuba itself. Officially Washington 
has denounced the raids and washed its 
hands of them. But the guilt complex from 
the Bay of Pigs still hangs over the capitol 
and with good reason. The exiles are not 
based in the United States but they have 
contacts here. And we know full well, at 
least at this particular time, that the exiles 
are not going to oust Castro or foment a 
successful rebellion within 'Cuba without 
active United States military help. 


Meanwhile much the same sort "of thing' 


Is going on in the Pacific. Last year the 
Nationalist Chinese infiltrated Red China 
to some extent and considered the raids 
successful. Reportedly they plan to in- 
crease the raids this year. 


But there is growing evidence that an 


Incipient rebellion within China could 
easily be put down by the Communists. 
There are signs as well that the discon- 
tent may have passed its peak at least for 
a while. 


The 1954 U S. - Nationalist agreement 


spelled out that the Nationalists would not 
use force against Red China without the 
concurrence of the united States. But if 
the Nationalists start attacking, we would 
be OP the spot as to cutting off our heavy 
military supplies to the Nationalists, thus 


for the politicans to achieve — as distin- 
guished from private citizens who can doo- 
dle with maps and population counts and 
arrive at conclusions that seem to them to 
be as plausible as they are easy. These 
men are dealing with their own political 
careers, to some degree, and those of their 
friends, not to mention the welfare of the 
political parties of which they are mem- 
bers and leaders. 


In the situation that now confronts the 


legislature, a decent congressional redis- 
tricting almost inevitably would help and 
hurt both parties, in the several regions of 
the state. That is what the assembly-ap- 
proved bill now sent to the senate will do 
if enacted. It may end the career of one in- 
cumbent Democratic congressman, because 
of the population reshuffling over which 
he has had no control. It will very likely 
produce a new district in its stead that will 
be safe for the Republicans. On balance, 
the institutional interests of the two parties 
in this measure are about equally affected, 
however. 


That is not likely to be the result in 


the state legislative redistricting effort yet 
to come. In the second round, the "Repub- 
licans stand to lose and the Democrats to 
gain, although not in spectacular degree. 
That will be the final test of the good faith 
of the Republican majority party in the 
legislature on a question that has been 
^bounced about so much that it is likely 
some constituents are wearying of it. 


helping the Reds, or getting committed to 
helping the Nationalists There is also the 
possibility that the Red Chinese will re- 
taliate against Formosa in case the raids 
are stepped up. There are various specu- 
lations on whether the Formosans would 
continue to back the Nationalists in such 
a case. 


It is far more intelligent for the United 


States finally to come to the conclusion 
that Castro must go than that we should 
back Chiang Kai-Shek's retaking of the 
mainland of China. This is not particularly 
a matter of principle but rather of prac- 
tical considerations. If the raids continue 
•—and this seems likely—the Caribbean sit- 
uation is going to pet worse. We have tried 
to give the Russians time to save face and 
get out. But waiting much longer may in- 
deed be a bigger risk of real war than 


. moving in. 


But in the Pacific, while the Nationalist 


Air Force'is reputed to be one of the best 
in the world, man for man and plane for 
plane, it certainly makes no sense at this 
point for the United Statest to go to war 
against Red China/ A successful backing' 
of a Cuban exile or an Organization of 
American States group would indeed serve 
as a warning and a deterrent to Commu- 
nist encroachments.. 


In the meantime "we are being endan- 


gered by irresponsible and yet at least to 
some extent admirable groups who oppose 
our greatest enemy. Communism. And we 
are faced with two enemies in Castro's 
Cubo and Mao Tse-tung's China vvhich will 
risk nuclear war at most any time. 


It doesn't appear that there is likely to 


be a great deal of rest-easy philosophies 
developed this year. We can only hope 
and pray as well that President Kennedy 
and his advisors show a little more con- 
sistency and backbone than they have ex- 
hibited in recent months.
